Payment of taxation in wartime | 
was a “patriotic duty,’ but before 
this war federal revenue from in- 

come tax was less than eight per 
cent of the national income, while | 
in the post-war period it might be | 
25 per cent of future national in- 
come, 

In the year ended July 31, 1943, 
the prairie wheat pool elevator 
systems had earned $4,268,717, but 
since they paid no income and ex- 
cess profits taxes their net earn- 
ings for dividends, expansion and 
reserves were $4,268,717. 

Had the elevators system been | 
a private company with the same | 
earnings it would have had to pay 
$3,520,632 in taxes, leaving only 
$748,085 in net earnings for divi- 
dends, expansion and reserves, 


ENTERPRISES UNTAXED

income taxes, Mr. Thorvaldson said. 

In the Quebec government's ex- 
propriation of Montreal Light, 

Heat and Power Company and the 
fact that in the first six months of 
1944 171 Saskatchewan retail stores 
were converted from tax-paying 
ownership into non-taxed co-opera- 
tives, Mr. Thorvaldon saw a trend

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Time For a Show-Down 


Premier Drew has finally gone out on a 
limb, If correctly reported, he said in a 
statement over the week-end, ‘Canadian 
units locked in mortal combat on the battle 
fields are without reinforcements because 
80,000 trained men are held here in Can- 
ada.” 

That is an explicit and positive state- 
ment. It should be put to the test of fact. 
The public are entitled to know whether or 
not it is true that Canadian units overseas 
are “without reinforcements”. Mr, Drew 
says flatly that such is the case. That is 
farther than Major Connie Smythe has 
gone, and farther than the Premier had 
gone before. 

Premier Drew is the only man who has 
made such an allegation, so far as the pub- 
lic are aware. Col. Ralston has stated the 
contrary, Mr, Coldwell, who certainly holds 
no brief for the Minister, says he heard 
nothing in Europe about reinforcements 
being insufficient in numbers or improper- 
ly trained. On the contrary, he cited Lieut- 
General Simonds as saying that the rein- 
forcement supply is “satisfactory.” 

Premier Drew says these men are either 
misleading the public or do not know what 
they are talking about. It is time for a 
show-down.

Hungary Bolts 


The last of Hitler’s satellites has sued 
for peace; and was promptly reduced from 
the status of a nominal ally to that of a 
subject state, with imported gauleiters in 
charge of the public offices and the radio, 
and Himmler’s gestapo rounding up the 
disaffected, 

Hungary is now going through the 
chaos into which Romania was lately plung- 
ed and into which Austria must tumble in 
due course. That those responsible for the 
peace overtures will get no mercy for de- 
serting the Fuehrer is to be supposed. 
It is the more likely because Horthy and 
his associates were volunteers rather than 
conscripts to the Axis cause in the days 
when its success seemed all but certain. 

How much help the Hungarians will 
bring to the Allies can only be guessed. 
That the Hungarian army will obey the 
order to cease fighting for Hitler may be 
assumed, and every division of which he 
is deprived now is important. The Hun- 
garian populace are also fairly likely to 
understand that the sooner the Russians 
occupy the country the sooner the civil 
war will cease and some semblance of 
peacetime conditions return. 

But the biggest gain to the Allies may 
be geographic. Hungary fronts on Aus- 
tria and Czechoslovakia. Established there, 
the Red Army will be on the border of the 
Reich and the German troops in the Bal- 
kans and Italy threatened with complete 
isolation.

Big Battle Didn’t Happen 


So the Tokyo report was correct that the 
Japanese battle fleet emerged from its 
hiding place to engage the American task 
force which for a week has been ham- 
mering Japan’s inner line of defences 
from the Philippines to the Ryukyu group. 
But Tokyo omitted to say that when its 
Admiral found Halsey’s battleships were 
waiting for him he turned around and sail- 
ed right back again. 

For a year or more that elusive armada 
has done its cruising in the small fraction 
of the Pacific ocean which lies between 
the Japanese islands and the mainland of 
the continent of Asia. It is rather obvious 
that one purpose in launching the recent 
furious air attacks on Formosa was to 
locate the hide-out of this main enemy sea 
force and bring it to action, 

Less than three years have elapsed 
since Jap airmen attacked Pearl Harbor, 
and there destroyed the United States 
Pacific fleet almost completely, But for 
many months a new and far more power- 
ful fleet has been hunting Nippon’s bat- 
tleships, of late carrying the search into 
their home waters. 

This recrudescence of American naval 
power must have seemed uncanny to the 
Superstitious subjects of the Mikado, who 
were told that it had been swept perman- 
entiy from the seas. But their naval chiefs 
knew it was not a ghost fleet of the ships 
wrecked at Pearl Harbor they had to deal 
with, and have kept their battle-wagons 
carefully out of reach of its very material 
guns. 

When Tokyo at last sent its heavies 
out to do battle, it did so under stern neces- 
sity. But since the battle did not occur, the 
Situation seems to be about what it was- 
and the U.S, task force free to go on with 
its bombing of Nippon’s inner defences,

Racial Discrimination ? 


Over-zealous protagonists of interna- 
tionalist follies are stirring up a tempest 
in a teapot at the University of Alberta 
over tie elleged discrimination against a 
Japanese student who has been refused ad- 
mission to the institution. 

President Newton explains, intelligibly 
and intelligently, that this student did not 
comply with regulations laid down by mil- 
itary authorities in Ottawa and was plain- 
ly inadmissible. 

It is pointed out in somewhat heated 
reply that the Japanese was later accepted 
by the University of Saskatchewan and, 


therefore, that his position was manifestly 
correct, This argument, of course, is quite 
fallacious, Saskatchewan's misinterpreta- 
tion of the rule does not prove the rule’s 
invalidity, nor would it condone Alberta's 
violation of it. 

There is, however, a much larger issue 
at stake here than the application of a 
single rule. The cry of racial discrimina- 
tion has been raised. Surely the time has 
come to clarify, to some slight extent, our 
notions of racial discrimination in respect 
to universities, 

In the first place, a university education 
is not held out to every Canadian youth as 
a sacred right. It is still a privilege. It is 
a privilege because the public has to pay 
for it and because the hard-pressed pub- 
lic cannot afford to have its money 
wasted, 

There are many deserving young men 
and women of Canadian birth who will 
never have the advantage of a university 
education because it is still too costly. Why 
should the public be asked, under those 
circumstances, to bear the cost of educat- 
ing a young man, however worthy, of alien 
origin? 

Racial discrimination is frequently an 
iniquitous thing. It is the basic doctrine of 
fascist thinking. But to avoid racial dis- 
crimination it is not necessary to literally 
take every stranger to our bosoms. It is 
not necessary to offer him all the privil- 
eges of the family, 

Dr. Newton was eminently right in his 
decision. He was neither anti-Japanese or 
anti-anything. His action was a piece of 
common sense,

From The Bulletin Files 


1894: 50 Years Ago 


The flow of natural gas that was struck in the 
well at the electric light plant ceased for a time, 
but has started again. The well is now down about 
127 feet, and 90 feet below the river bed. The de- 
posits through which they have already gone con- 
sist of 36 feet of soft earth, then about four feet of 
hard, light-colored sandstone, then 20 feet of sand- 
stone somewhat softer and darker than the former. 
Beyond this they struck a grey stone somewhat 
like soapstone, but gritty, which continued for 
about 50 feet. It was at the bottom of this that the 
gas began to come up. They are now in about two 
feet of shale which shows indications of coal. 

A curious piece of typographical work was turn- 
ed out of The Bulletin office this week called the 
Ganaweyittamuk of the Cree nation. It is the In- 
dian calendar for 1895, and is circulated among the 
Indians between here and the Arctic Circle. It will 
be January, 1895, at least before this Ganaweyit- 
tamuk reaches some of its dusky readers. It is pub- 
lished by the Rey. Father Lacombe for circulation 
amongst the missions of the Roman Catholic church 
in the Northwest.

Re-Election Expected But 
| Earlier Enthusiasm Is 
| Lacking 

By ELMO ROPER 


Mr. Roper, well known auth- 
ority on public surveys, con- 
ducts the “Fortune” magazine

We have already examined three 
unusual contingencies which face 
| surveyors of public opinion during 
| this unusual campaign. There is 
still one more contingency which 
must ebe faced by those of us who 
are attempting to predict this elec- 
tion. Suppose the soldier vote runs 
true to form—-whatever that is; 
suppose that part of the population 
which has been shifted to new 
electoral districts does register; 
and suppose the conditions sur- 
rounding the progress of the war 
remain substantially unchanged. 
There is still a possibility that the 
vote on Nov, 7 may not parallel the 
final published predictions. 

Public opinion surveys can meas- 
ure the state of public opinion as of 
the time they are taken. It is fair 
to say that public opinion research 
has made such progress during the 
last ten years that it can do a fairly 
accurate job of reflecting what 
people want. We have not, how- 
ever, made sufficient progress in 


finding ways to measure how 
deeply people want what they 
want. 

Size of Vote 

There js little doubt that if 


war-time conditions remain sub- 
stantially unchanged, more of the 
people would rather see Roosevelt 
re-elected than to see the election 
of Dewey. Majorities make it 
quite plain that they feel Roose- 
velt’s experience in the fields of 
war and foreign diplomacy pro- 
vide him with a distinct edge over 
his opponent. But it is one thing 
to hold that opinion passively and 
still another thing to hold that 
opinion with sufficient enthusiasm 
to make sure it is translated into 
a vote on election day. 

It is important, therefore, for 
us to know just how enthusiastic 
these Roosevelt supporters are in 
their belief in his superiority. An 
election dominated by apathy is 
the nightmare of the public opin- 
ion researcher. One shrewd poli- 
ticlan has said that if 45,000,000 
people vote, Roosevelt will be 
elected; if 40,000,000 people vote, 
Dewey will be elected, Our surveys 
show us that this prediction is 
based on fairly firm ground. There 
does indeed seem to be more 
apathy in the Democratic ranks

Just as apathy might keep more

swer to the question, “Regardless 
of how you feel, who do you think 
will win the election?” 72 per cent 
of the people indicated they 
thought Roosevelt would be 
elected, but 92 per cent of the 
Roosevelt supporters felt sure 
their candidate would win. If the 
state of war remains *unchanged 
and these Roosevelt supporters 
translate their belief in his victory 
into an actual 
Day, he will win. If, however, this 
belief turns into overconfidence,
